WHY HEN GET DKUNK.

A Few Pertinent Points
the Intemperate Use of

cohol.

wrrv do men get drunk ?

While the initial head line of this
article indicates an affirmative answer
to the "query, "why do men get
drunk?' the leader must not infer
bv this that the writer wishes to be
understood, as having satisfactorily
solved the question of the intemperate
use of alcoholic beverages and set at
rat the perplexing question of, "Why
do men net drunk r

The writer's position is speculative
and the reasons which he offers anent
thi3 topic are based on
observation ana a Bomewnai varied
experience.

Dr. Leslie Keely, of bi chloride of
cold fame, makes the broad
claim that habitml drunkenness i3 a
disease, subject to treatment and per
manent cure. Judging from his re-

ported income, he basso far succeeded
in convincing tne world ot tne emcacy
of his treatment that a constant
Eolden stream is pouring into hU
coffers.

Q0DOIVEX WILL POWEH

But a3 a limited amount of
capital is necessary to enjoy Dr.
Keeley'd treatment, and as the slave
to alcohol is not generally in posses-
sion of a modicum ot capital, the
writer ventures a few observations as
to why men get drunk, together with
a remedy for its absolute and pirmi-ne- nt

cure which will cost nothing be
youd the exercise of a God given will
power.

Iu the first plr.ee drunkennes3 is a
habit, pure and simple and at no
time in the career of the unfortunate
one who has acquired the habit does
it become a disease until the victim,
through long continued dissipation
and excessive drinking, overcharges
his system with alcoholic poison to
the extent that, the system, failing to
discharge the poison, medical treat,
ment becomes necessary. When this
happens, the victim is generally
thrown into delirium tremens, or suf-
fers from nerrous prostration.

A HABtr AND SOT A DISEASE.

But the per cent, of habitual
drunkards who are subjected to the
torture of delirium tremens is less
than 5 per cent. True, the excessive
use of alcoholic beverages effect the
nervous system and eventually disturb
the functions of tbe digestive orgins,
thereby producing indigestion and
kindred ailments, but the u?e of tbe
stimulant is purely a habit and not
within itself a disease.

To illustrate. The victim of alco
hol, in thdusands of case?, is com-
pelled by tho sheer force of his will
power to suddenly abstain from his
favorite beverage, and he does this,
too, with no injury to himself and is
able to ifril through the nervoas
stngps occasioned by hi enforced ce

and continue at whatever
labor his vocation cills upon him to
perform.

lNow suppose tne subject weretasen
with a fever or anv disease requiring
meUcal treatment, is it reasonable
to pr surae that, " by ther m

exercise ot His will power
he could remain at his work. It is
reasonable to suppose that unless
medical treatment was given the fever
s'ricken patient, death would speedily
intervene. However strong tne will
power, men are not able to banish
the microbes of disease which find
lodgment in tbe system or quiet the
raging of a burning fever.
TREATING, A PERNICIOUS CUSTOM.

As to the causes which lead up to
the acquirement of the drink habit,
they are too numerous and too varied
to admit of discussion within the nec-
essary brevity of a newspaper artie'e.
It is" probable that the pernicious
habit of treating which is purely an
American custom, is the chaunel
through which so many of our young
men unconsciously float out on the
tempestuous ocean of inebriacy.
DROWNED TROUBLE IN THE FLOWING

BOWL.

It is also true, perhaps,
that some men seek to
drown their real or innginary troubles
in the flowing bowl. It would be
bitter to say immerse ; for no matter
bow deep one get sin the liquid of alco-

hol, the trouble sought to be drowned
always bobs to the eurface again. And
every time it shows itself, it is certain
to bo magnified. The writer once put
the question to a friend as to why he
persisted in taking on a 'jag" on all
nnd verv occasion. The booza-soak- ed

unfortunate loconically replied:
"I take on a jug of stimulants in

order to rid mvself of a load of
trouble."

Rut whatever mav lead to the ac
quirement of the inordinate use of
intoxicants, it is simnlv a habit and
one can abstain from it with proper
exercise of the will power. This is
clearly demonstrated in the case of
those who are placed in a

position where they are absolutely un-

able to obtain whisky or other alco-
holic stimulants. In such cases they
get along, barring a few days of ner
vousness, admirably.
EMANCIPATION THROUGH THE WILL

POWER.

The writer believes that all slaves
to alcohol may find the emancipation
desired and all persons given to the
intemperate use of alcohol desire
emancipation by the simple exercise
of will power.

Break off at once. With
this resolution and the com-
mencement of its execution, the sub
ject commences to form the habit of
abstinence, and whenever tne latter
habit becomes stronger than the habit
of tbe usaof liquor, he is master of
tbe situation.

At first he will find that the will
rt quires considerable coaxing,

Eower every day of ab
stinence will strengthen the
habit of sobriety being graduilly
formed, and it will require but a few
persistent efforts of the exercise of the
will to free him from his enthrallmenl..

It is perfectly clear to the mind of
the writer tht men get drunk in
obedience to the fiat of habit; and
the great majority of the confirmed
drunkards ot the world have it iu
their power to abstain from the liquor
habit just as abstinence is accom
plished m the case of any injurious
habit by the persistent exercise of
the will power.

WHISKY FOR 80BE TOE

Because men claim that they drink
alcoholic beverages for this and that
teason, does not establish the validity
of such claimi. The writer remem
bers, while doinz newspaper work in
Prohibition Kansas, of being privi
leged to examine the drug store per-
mits of a certain druggist in that state.
A few of the reasons are submitted
from the Hat ai far as they are remem- -

ufCil
"Toothache," "bad couh," "lung

trouble," "baldness," "bellyache,'
"conge3tive chills," and "sore toe."

Does the intelligent reader believe
that the men perjuring thenuelves to
buy l:quor of a Knnsis druggist were
suffering from any ot tho abtve ail
mentsr UerUiuly not. JLney wanted
alcohol in some form to gratify a habit
and a the Kansas law compelled them
to make statement under oath that
they desired the liquor for medicinal
purposes, they had to setforth some
alleged sickuess.

The idea of one t iking an inward
application of alcohol to cure a sore
toe, is too ridiculous tor credence.

DRUNKENNESS DECREASING.

Already a number of our foremost
Americans, men of influence in finan
cial, political and social circle, a well
as men in professional and other walks
of life, have come to recognize the
fact that drunkenness is a habit. Ihis
recognition has made them sober men.
They set their will power to
work and formed habits of
sobriety; and iu numerous cases men. . . .
nave re30ivea to arms liquor temper
ately, who were perfect sots, and have
made a splendid success.

It is a well known fact that tbe
American congress, which a few years
ago was reeking wi'h intemperance,
is to-da-y composed of men, not all
total abatainers, but nevertheless sober
men on whom tbe stigm 1 of drunken-
ness does not rest.
